CINCINNATI, January $.- The failure of the 
Keefer Milling company, of Covington, yester- 
day, following onthe death D. 
heefer, senior member, has further sensational 
puases. Thesuit brought by the First National 
bank and attachment made it to secure its 
claim, reveals that, between Deceinber 11th 
and 2sth lasi, the bank received drafts from 
tiic Keefer Milling company, drawn upon vari- 
ous liruis of Philadelplia and-New York, being 
supposed thnt the drafts in each represented a 
consigninent of flour. They aggregated about 
$46,000, Not one of these drafts was lonored, 
no consignment having been made. The dis- 
bonered drafts were made and presented by 
George Keefer, sécretary-of the company.

WHIPPED, 
THE VOUDOOS HAVE A GAY TIME

PorT-AU-Princk, Hayti, December 30. A

During the 
rapid retreat on the capital, two divisions of

Prince, completing their lines of communica- 
tion, reorganizing their augmented army and 
awaiting the arrival of reeently purchased 
arms and munitions of war. They are also 
devastating the great agricultural section 
where they are now encamped and from which 
Legitime received the greater portion of his 
supplies. 

WHAT HIPPOLITE WILL DO. 

General liippolite having been elected and 
declared provisional president by the central 
and northern departments, on his capture of 
the capitol will demand a congress of deputies 
from all departinents and the election of a per- 
manent president, declaring Legitime’s letter 
unconstitutional and void. He will probably 
then be the onlv candidate in the field. 

Reports of defeats and desertions have raised 
toa high pitch of excitement the inhabitants 
of this section, and hence Legitime is impris- 
oning all possible ring-leaders in the revolt 
against him. He is exercising great activity 
in securing ‘‘volunteers” througlha press gang, 
who seize laborers in the fields and bring them 
tothe barracks, 

PREQUENTLY IN CHAINS,

The schooner Aurora was cap- 
tured in San Domingo waters. Her mail 
bag, weighted with lead, was seized before 
it could be thrown overboard. ‘The letters 
were opened, and found to contain statements 
implicating some thirty persons at present in 
Port-au-Prince, nost of whom were previous- 
ly suspected. All have been thrown into 
prison, and it is feared that all will be shot or 
held as hostages in attempts to parley with the 
northern forees, and on their near approach to 
this city will be summarily shot. Many of 
these persons held high positions in Legitime’s 
government. The seizure of a vessel m foreign 
waters, oilfering no reason for such action, was 

ANOTHER HIGH-HANDED OUTRAGE. 

The cargo of provisions were instantly ap- 
propriated as being much néeded. 

The whole Ifaytien navy, consisting of some 
eight vessels, occupied the mner harbor, De- 
cember 24th and 25th, thus rendering null and 
void any previous blockade. The -Haytiens 
claim that they were ordered in to prevent the 
seizure of the steamship Haytien Republic, but 
their real mission was to defend Part-au-Prince 
from the Hippolite force. 

The French minister, LeCompte De Leo Mai- 
sons, will be recallad as soon as Hippolite 
who has already cabled a protest to Paris, 
reaches Port-au-Prince. 

THE “‘HAYTIEN REPUBLIC.” 

The steamship Haytien Republic is still in 
the hands of Admiral Luce, as the agent of 
the owner, B. C. Morse, cannot receive her 
until sheis in a more presentable state. While 
she has been thoroughly disinfected by the 
surgeon of the United States steamer Galena, 
and her captain, Compton, her condition, by 
reason of her occupancy by the Haytien guards, 
is filthy in the extreme. She is now anchored 
under the guns of the Galena, 

The Yantic arrived in the harbor on the 
early morning of December 29, with dispatches 
from the state and navy departments, received 
via the cable at Sante Rio de Cuba. 

The Haytien Republic, under the command 
of Lieutenant Spiers, with the prize crew of 
18 men fromthe Galena, will steam on Jan- 
uary 1, to Santiago DeCuba, where she will be 
recoaled and turned over officially to her owner 
Morse, who will then collect acrew. The Ga- 
lena will keep herin sight during the trip. 
While it is impossible to secure $350,000 in- 
demnity demanded for her detention and the 
damage to the property of her owners, passen- 
gers and crew, it is thought that it will be pos- 
sible to secure sole cash down. 
The government pleads poverty, but have 
recently paid $100,000 for the former English 
mail steamer which they have fitted outas a 
gunboat, and on December 26, paid to the 
steamer Andes $27,500 for 5,000 Winchester 
rities,and 100,000 rounds of ammunition, all in 
gold. It is§also claimed that Legitime has 
appropriated to his own private purse all the 
remainder of the cash in the treasury, and

FLEE BY HIS FASTEST GUNBOAT 
as soon as his fallis an assured fact. Unless 
the indemnity is paid by the Legetime govy- 


ernment it isfhardly probable that it will be 
paid at all, as Hippolite is not likely to assame 
liability for the excesses and outrages of the 
present government. The released steamer 
remains in possession of the United 
States government, represented by 
Admiral Luce, and is at present an expense. 
and the question is, will it be presented at a 
later day to our government for the time she 
is held -in active gervice by Admiral 
Luce. This is a matter discussed by the 
Americans here, officials and civilians. 
A NEWSPAPER’S APPEAL. 

Legitime’s ofticial organ issues the following 
to the American and European press, under 
the title of ‘Une Infamie”’ (an outrage) : 

It is deplorable fora great and historical nation 
and a republic as well, to abuse its power by op- 
pressing the feeble, in illecally oppos'ng the power 
ofreason with its guns. But, after all,is it the 
great and historica! nation which must be accused, 
oris it ber accrediied representatives who abuse 
their great power by leading their government into 
wrong action? This is what bas taken place in our 
little republic, which from its geographical position, 
should appeal to its protection, or certainly 
to. its impartiality. The United States 
is our senior, Civil war prevails. A merchant ship 
—the Haytien Republi¢e, sides with the rebels, in 
terferes with our affairs, transports arms and mate- 
rial of war, soldiers and delegates for the insurgent 
A blockade is declared, and in deflance of all rizhts 
this vessel forces this" blockade, after having at- 
ttmpted to stir up the people of the peaceful towns 
toreyolt.

THE RIVER PALACE, 


In Which Pierre Lorillard Passes His Life 
—The Trip to Jekyl Island. 

CHARLEsTON,S. C., January 8.—[Special.]— 
Pierre Lorillard’s floating stable and kennel 
was successfully launched here today. It is 
an unique naval structure, built after designs 
made by himself at Pregnall’s ship yard, in 
this city. It is forty feet long, fifteen feet 
wide, and draws only two feet of water, The 
hull is sloop medeled with a flat bottom. It is 
provided with a rudder, but no propelling ap- 
paratus, the intention being to tow it behind 
the Reva, Lorillard’s yacht. The main deck is 
housed in with astable with stalls for four 
horses. There are also cabin  ac- 
commodations for the stablemen and 
a spacious and comfortable dog kennel. 
Aboye the cabin is a spacious quarter deck 
railed in, from which the sportmen may take a 
passing shot at the alligators. Thore is alsoa 
hoisting apparatus for the gang plank. Every- 
thing, in fact, is constructed to afford the 
utmost convenience. With this vessel Mr. 
Lorillard and his friends can navigate them- 
selves to many parts of the coast, which 
have hitherto been comparatively inac- 
cessible to sportsmen, and which are 
teeming with game and fish. Mr. Lorillard 
and his party are expected here late tonight. 
They will at once embark on the Reva, which 
has been ordered to be ready, and will spend 
three or four weeks hunting and fishing along 
the coast, their first objective point being 
Jekyl island, whence they will cruise. north- 
ward. 

Mr. A. B. Stebbins and Dr, H. G. Bidwell, 
of New York, arrived here to-day, and will 
also start out on a hunting expedition on their 
own account. 


THROWN BY THE STORM. 


Telegraph and Telephone Poles Broken by 
sunday’s Gale. 

WATERTOWN, N. Y., January 8.—Reports of 
damage by the storm of Sunday and yesterday 
continue tocome in. Thousands of valuable 
fruit trees, shade trees and forest trees in Jef- 
ferson and St. Lawrence counties were de- 
stroyed, Telegraph and telephone wires are 
down and many poles are broken and some 
were pulled out of the ground by the heavy 
weiglit of ice and snow upon the wires. 

While the telegraph wires have been re- 
paired so as toafford communication south and 
east, all the telegrams to St. Lawrence county 
points are sent by train. Along the St. Law- 
rence the most ruin has been wrought. In 
some cases branch telegraph and telephone 
wires will not be in use fora week,as the work 
of repairing will be almost equivalent to a new 
line.

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| BISMARCK’S BLUNDER 


IN PREVERRING SHRIOUS CHARGES 
AGAINST MORIER. 


VIEWS OF THE EUROPEAN PRESS 


Political Gossip From France — Evicting 
Tenants in Ireland—Latest News 
From All Parts of Europe. 


Benim, January 8.—The partial with- 
drawal of the charges against Sir R. D. Morier 
by the Post, in accordance with the prom- 
ise of Count Herbert Bismarck, is far from 
euding the incident. The chancellor is now 
in better health and is expected to arrive here 
tomorrow. Count Von Hatzfeldt leaves today 
for London. The fesult of Lord Salisbury’s 
remonstrances in connection with the Morier 
affair, will probably appear shortly. Govern- 
ment organs evince an uneasy desire to disen- 
tangle themselves from the affair. The Reich- 
sanzeiger tonight publishes a letter tending to 
prove the truth of Morier’s assertion that he 
sent no news about the German’s crossing the 
Mozelle, because he had none to send. Cap- 
tain Knesebeck, cabinet councillor of ex-Em- 
press Augusta, recently wrote to Councillor 
Kottenburg requesting that the chancellor 
might cause a suitable denial to be given to 
the statement that the late Herr Brandis 
Augustus, councillor: in 1870, imparted to 
Morier. at Darmstadt, owing to this friendli 
ness, secret dispatches from Prussian jhead- 
quarters, during the presence of the empress 
at Hamburg. Captain Knesbeck states that her 
majesty received no such secret military news, 
but only such as was intended for publication, 
and moreover that at the time of the crossing 
of the Mozelle, her majesty was residing in 
Berlin, and. that she did not go to Hamburg 
until the following October. 

While liberal newspapers are rejoicing 
over what they call the Bismarckian 
blunder, they do not fail to  cen- 
sure Morier for his want of decorum 
in sending a heated letter directly to Count 
Herbert Bismarck, instead of communicating 
in the usual manner through Sir Edward Mal- 
let, British ambassador. Sir Robert doubtless 
intended, if possible, entangling the English 
government in the affair, but therein he made 
a@ great mistake, retarding the reparation that 
might otherwise have been readily given. The 
charge of forgery has collapsed utterly. State- 
ments thathave come from soveral quarters 
prove that Bazaine detested writing and was 
habitually ungrammatital, while the fact that 
French papers printed a correct version is easily 
explained, the letter having been telegraphed 
in English and retranslated for the French 
press. 

The splendid vindication of German justice 
in the Gffecken case is the subjeet of much re- 
joicing by all independent organs. The Kruse 
Zeitung. referring to the assertion made by 
government journals that the inquiry had re- 
vealed Gffecken’s wire-pullers for the over- 
throw of Bismarck, loudly demands the names 
of the intriguers, and asks how they proceeded 
in their alleged efforts to overthrow the chan- 
cellor. The speech of Bismarck is eagerly 
awaited. Lieuténant Wissman will delay 
his departure for east Africa until the re- 
sult of the debate is known. Sev- 
eral persons ualifed to train ‘and 


command colonial troops will accompany him. 


They will include Herr Gravenruth, who has 
just returned frem defending Bagamoyo 
against the rebels, and Staff Surgeon Schmalz- 
kohf. ° 

The Cologne Gazette draws attention to the 
infringement of German treaties by Cape 
Colony, and the annexation of lands around

Paris, January 8.—In the first two ballots 
for president of the chamber of deputies to- 
day, M. Meline lacked a suflicient majority.

On the third 
ballot Clemenceau retired. The old vice-pres- 
ident was re-elected. The ehamber adjourned 
until Thursday.

SHE LIVES ON WATER ONLY. 
A Beautifal French Canadian Girl Whe Has 
N >t Tasted Food for 2,550 Days. 

Lewiston, Me., January 8.— Josephine 
Bedard is a pretty, dark-eyed vivacious French 
Canadian girl who has been on a Christmas 
visit to he> uncle and cousins at 27 Birch 
street, Lewiston, for the past few days. If hes 
Story is true, she has fasted more than 2, 
days, having neither eaten nor desired to eat, 
nor tasted food in any form for that length of 
time. When the reporter called upon her to 
day and introduced himself through an inter 
preter, she being unable to converse in Enztish 
it was at the dinner hour, and while her. rela 
tives were partaking of the noon repast, she 
was leisurely reclining in a rocking clair, ap 
parently deeply interested in a work on his 
tory. 

Her story, as told by herself, was that she 
was born on her father’s farm in Tingwick, a@ 
small agricultural town in Canada, in 1873 
Her mother was stricken with a disease which 
terminated fatally when Josephine was but 
three months old, Asachild she grew robust 
and strong. She attended a country school ¢ 
short time, and afterward assisted in the house 
hold duties athome. On Christmas Day, 1881, 
she was violently attacked with d ph: heria, 
and for three weeks she was between life and 
death. From this sickness begins the date of 
her proionged and curious fast, and to lay, as 
for years, her means of sustenance is derived 
from water only, which she drinks as pe ple 
drink ordinanly. No form of eatables ean 
arouse her sleeping appetite, and the most 
delicious fruits are no temptation to her. Ig 
appearance she is of medium height, weighing 
125 pounds, with a symmetrical tigure, intel- 
lectual head, and what is called a pretty face, 
with sparkling brown eves, and short, coale 
black hair. Sheis a fascinating brunette og 
demure countenance and modest bearing. 

“She never eat something,’’ said one of the 
family, ‘‘all zee time she be here.” 

This remark caused Josepliine to smile 
showing a set of even, pearl-white teeth, an 
at the same time revealing a set of dimples 
which might arouse the jealousy of an ordi- 
nary society girl. Mr. Bedard said that when 
in Canada, in order to remove the doubts of a 
few skeptical persons, Josephine was locked ip 
a room for fifteen days, as a test, with no nour. 
ishment but water, and that she came out at 
the end of that time without experiencing the 
slightest illness. The fact that she is very 
fond of books, and spends the most of her spare 
moments in reading and study would seem te 
indicate that her mind has a literary incline 
tion. At present she enjoys perfect health, 
and headaches and other ailments that flesh ig 
heir to are entirely unknown to her. She be 
lieves in amusements, and when at home pany 
ticipates with the other boys and girls of thé 
neighborhood in their country festivities. A 
leading Montreal physician pronounced her @ 
physical wonder, and offered Josephine’¢ 
father $700 for the privilege of taking her int¢ 
his custody, with a view to solving the caus@ 
of her peculiar condition. This Mr. Bedard 
refused to do. Several other inducementé 
have been held out to her to travel as a cu 
osity; but she prefers to remain in her count 
home. where she has the care of her father’ 
five children by a second wife, and where the 
onerous duties of a farm household deyolyeg 
upon her, bad 

Josephine Bedard is a charming, industrioug 
young girl, who would be an ornament to any 
household. Your correspondent broached the 
somewhat delicate subject of her ideas as tog 
future marriage, which brought a perceptible 
blush to her cheeks a8 she answered with uns 
affected modesty: 

“I like the world, but TIT. never had any 
thought of marriage. I am young yet,” she 
said, laughingly, ‘‘and I think there is plenty 
of time before me to consider that.”

W AsuInorox, January 6.—On motion of Mr. 
Bherman, it was ordired that Mr. Gray's

Mr. Siw yer, from the postofiice committee, 
reported the bill providing that omissions to 
pay lawful postage on a *‘special delivery’’ let- 
ter shall not prevent or delay the transmission 
and delivery, but that lawfal postage shal! be 
collected on its delivery. Passed.

Mr. Hoar offered a resolution, which was

All that we 
ask the government is to keep your hands off 
and letus alone. We will do the rest.’ 

Mr. Sherman remarked that cotton bagging 
was one of the industries of the country and 
s:ould be dealt with . -cisely as other manu- 
lactures are. Hethought that the southern 
senators greativ misrepresented their section 
in supporting the proposed amendment. Their 
remedy would be be in having cotton bagging 
aimitted free of duty, but in producing jute 
and ramie, which con!ld be produced in the 
south as cheaply as in India. He believed that 
ifa reasonable duty were put on ramie and 
jute, all such raw material could be produced 
in the south, and would be the most valuable 
product of that section. 

Sir. Vance made one of his usual humorous 
speeches in reply to Mr. Sherman. He 
thanked that senstor for his good advice; but 
said that (in the language of Captain Bunsby) 
the point of that senator’s observation lay 
in application. The meaning of it was to keep 
the south quiet under a system of taxation by 
which the pockets of the northern manufac- 
turer were filled. As tothe sincerity of ad- 
vice given to the south to emulate the north, 
and to manufacture for itself, he would simply 
ask a pertinent question. What, in that case, 
would beeome of the northern manufacturers? 
That reminded him of the ease of a fellow 
who, in a burst of patriotism volunteered 
during the war and who when his wife said, 
“John, suppose you get killed, what is to be- 
come of me?” replied, ‘‘What would be- 
come of the devil, von had better ask? What 
would become of me.”’ [Laughter,] Suppose, 
said Mr. Vance, we were to boycott your 
patent medicines, your hair dyes, your wooden 
hams, your hickorynutmegs, your left-hand 
razors, and your double-bladed_ gimlets, 
(which vou protect from home 
competition by patents,) what wouid become 
of you,and how long would it be before ‘a 
change wonld come over the spirit of your 
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dreain. and the thing which once so delighted . 


you would do so no longer.’’ Iam tired of pa- 
ternal advice. Itis not necessary to tell the 
southern planter that he should abandon rais- 
ing cotton, on which he makes a proiit of $50 
an acre, and go to raising rainie in competition 
with the Indian laborer at cight cenis a day, 


There is no sincerity in that kind of advice. - 


There is no philosophy init. There is no bus- 
iness in it. He related an anecdote of an 
{rish landlord who said to his bailiff, who had 
complained of being fired at frequently by his 
tenants. ‘Collect my rents, and tell those 
fellows that no amhount of shooting at you is 
going toscare me.’’

The Shade Trees and the Wires. 
The petition of the Electric Light com- 
pany for permission to cut shade trees 
where the limbs are in the way of the wires, 
ought not to receive a single vote in the city 
council! 

Nothing is more essential to the beauty, 
health and comfort of a city than abundant 
shade trees. Tie council ought to plant 
10,000 shade trees on our streets this year, 
and ought to jealously protectevery tree we 
now have. ‘To sacrifice a single tree, or the 
syuimetry of a single treo to electric or 
telephone wires would be indefensible. 
Already the gas mains have poisoned lun- 
dreds of trees-—the closely laid sidewalks 
and streets have starved others. Let us 
protect what we have left. 

The very first legislation the city takes in 
regard to wires should be to order every one 
put underground. The city is already 
becoming cloudy under the thrumming net 
work of electric, telephone and telegraph 
wires that hang above her main streets and 
disfigured by the unsightly poles. Al- 
ready a new compatiy has _ petitioned 
for the right to erect new poles and 
stretch a new system of wires. The com- 
panies now in position are adding wires 
almost daily, and the squads of queer pole- 
climbers with spurs on ther ankles are 
getting as thick as English sparrows. 

If the wires are left above ground it is all 
they should ask. To insist, as was insisted 
gome years ago, on their right to attach a 
wire to the roof of private residences, or to 
petition, as is now done, for the right to cut 
and slash shade trees that happen to stand 
in their way—this is rathertoo much. We 
hope the council will unanimously refuse to 
grant the petition. Poe

The December Cotten Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in its 
monthly review, says that the shipments by 
rail during the month of December have 
been of large volume, the gross movement 
aggregating 200,695 bales. In December 
last year the amount sent overland sur- 
passed anything ever before recorded, 
reaching 515,598 bales. The comparison 


which the current .total makes is, there- - 


fore, although somewhat disappointing, not 
wholly unsatisfactory. Contrasted with 
1886, the month’s result exhibits a gain of 
29,158 bales. 

For the four months of 1888 the gross 
has been 797,396 bales, against 875,206 
bales in 1887 and 676,756 bales in 1886, 
The net for the month has been 198,901 
bales, and exhibits a decline from Decem- 
ber of 1887 of 59,536 bales, but is in excess 
of 1886 by 6,575 bales. The season’s total 
records a decrease from that for last year 
of 146,879 bales. 

Receipts at the ports during December 
have been on a very liberal scale, reaching 
1,103,713 bales, approximating closely to 
the November result and exhibiting a 
pretty large gain compared with the same 
month a year ago, when the total was only 
963,554 bales. Contrasted with the similar 
period of 1886, however, there is a decline, 
the aggregate then being 1,164,886 bales. 

For the four months since the Ist of Sep- 
tember, this year’s figures fall behind those 
for either of the two preceding years, but 
the loss from last year is now only 282,391 
bales, and the decrease from 1886 is but 
27,989 bales. Foreign exports have been 
very free during the month, and largely ex- 
ceed the shipments in December a year 
ago. The month’s total has been &55,462 
bales, against 651,275 baies last year and 
S82.671 bales in 1886. 

The amount of cotton marketed since 
September Ist in 1888 is 409,270 bales less 
than in ISS87 and 97,102 bales more than in 
1886. Northern spinners had up to Jan- 
uary Ist taken 1,044,571 bales, a decrease 
from the corresponding period of 1887 of 
169,734 bales and an increase over the same 
time in 1886 of 49,486 bales.

Corruption fs Elections, 

The matter of bribery in elections, in fits 
various formes, particularly in the buying 
outright of votes, has been made the sub- 
ject of anumber of interviews which the 
New York World 3 3 had, through its cor- 
respondents, with tue governors of as 
many states. 

It appears from the publication of these 
interviews that the offense is contined to no 
party, and that it is denounced alike by 
democratic as well as republican gov- 
ernors. 

The governor of West Virginia, in his 
message, will denounce in the strongest 
terms the corruption prevailing in the last 
election in that state, and will recommend a 
registration law of the strictest character. 
The republican governor-elect (Hovey) of 
Indiana will, in his inaugural address, deal 
with the question of election reform, and 
willeall attention to the startling revela- 
tions of fraud in the Indiana eleetion, while 
prominent democrats in that state are now 
leading in acrusade for fair elections. Mas- 
gachiusetts has already declared for ballot 
reform, and the legislature at its last ses- 
gion passed the Australian ballot bill, 
which requires that the state shall print all 
election tickets, and these tickets shalPeon- 
tain the name of every candidate nomi- 
nated by any party, voters to check off the 
names of the candidates fer whom they 
wish to vote. No “heelers’ or workers 
will be allowed at or near the polls. It will 
be observed that Massachusetts is consider- 
ably in atlvance of any other state in the 
union in this particular. Indeed, it is de- 
cidedly probable that the working of the 
new system will develop the fact that that 
state has gone from one extreme to the 
other, and that in its effort to remedy an 
evil it has created a new one in the peculiar 
regulations of the new system. 

The reports from .the governors of most 
of the states are pretty much of the same 
sort as expressed by those above men- 
tioned, and all go to show that some rem- 
edy is necessary forthe great evi] of fraudu- 
lent elections. 

The more potent money becomes as a 
means of deciding the result of our elec- 


tions the les@ respect will our people have 
for the verdict of the ballot box. 

Great men and-great newspapers are now 
considering this very serious matter, 
and it is to be hoped that they will arrive at

This commiis Mayor Gienu to a policy which, if 
carried out during his administration, will entitle 
him,.and the council which helps him do it, to 
more praise than hag been merited by any adminis- 
tration the city has ever bad. 

Atlanta must netonly go direct to the river for 
her water, but she must turn the river through her 
limits! This may seem a tremendous undertaking, 
butitisa small thing when compared with the 
macnitude of the needs of the city for an abundant 
water eupply for manufacturing as well as domestic 
purposes. 

The Chattahoochee shauld be tapped at some 
conyenient point above the city and its water 
should be brought by a canal through the city and 
turned arain into the river below thecity. The 
plan is entirely f.asibie. There isalready a nat- 
ural outlet from the city to the river, following the 
bed of the branch which has itesouree near the 
Western and Atlantic roundhouse and empties into 
the river through Procter’s creek, near the Fast 
Tennessee railroad bridge, It would cost compara- 
tively tile to construct a canal aiong this branch to 
the river. asnhtere has already made the necessary 
leveland done most of the work. it would, no 
doubt, cost a considerable sma to construct the 
canal fromthe river to Atlanta, but such a canal 
vould pay tenfold in its value to the city, yarticu- 
larly from a manufacturing standpoint. 

Would not the importance of the necessity of a 
better water supply justify a careful examinaMion 
into the feasibility of sucha plan? The new coun- 
cil should deyote {ts attention to our water supply, 
and here is a splendid place to begin.

The above communication, touching ona 
matter of gravest importance to the city;

Mayor Glenn is right in saying that At- 
lanta must go direct to the river for its 
water, and the question as to which is -the 
best way to bring‘ the water of the river to 
the city deserves serious consideration. 
Several plans have been suggested, based on 
the idea of deriving the city’s water supply 
from the river, and: the proposition outlined 
above is similar to numerous others which 
have been made in favor of an open water- 
way from the river through the city and 
back again into the river.

Neverthe- 
less, it is of sufficient importance to receive 
the attention of an expert engineer, whose 
report could be received for what it is

Charles H. J. Taylor, col- 
ored, ex-minister to Liberia, had been intro- 
duced to Judge Van Epps on Monday by 5So- 
iicitor O’Bryen, as a practicing lawyer, duly 
admitted io the bar under the state laws. 
When the case came up Judgo Van Epps ap- 
pointed Taylor to defend the case. 

After the solicitor had set forth the facts in 
the case, and established the line of prosecu- 
tion, Taylor appeared for the defendant. His 
speech in the case showed a thorough knowl- 
edge of the law, ard his language was scholar- 
ly.

NEW yORK STOCKS.

NEW YORK, January 8.—The stock market to- 
day was extremely dull, narrow and uninteresting, 
with a general downward tendency of prices, and 
the ré-ult of the day's trading is to leave pose 
everything fractionally lower than last evening.

Union Pacific 
and New Engla @ Bear attacks were made upon 
Reading because of the non-payment of the full 
interest upon the third preferences incomes, but 
that stock, while active from this cause, was very 
well supported and displayed, if anything, more 
streigth than any ofthe usually active stocks, as 
conservative people were inclined to look on the 
action as favorable to that stock. More success was 
met within Lackawanna. Union Pacific was quite 
sirong in the early morning upon purchases by the 
foreign eiement, but toward the close that stock 
developed marked weakness upon unfavorable 
adyices from Washington. It was reported that 
President Bostwick, oi N w England, bad been ad 
vised by his physiclans to give up the cares of office 
and business, and that stock yielded materially 
througiiou: the day. Omaha preferred suddenly 
slumped off toward theend of the session, and it 
shows the largest decline forthe day. The rest of 
the list were utterly siagnant all the wayout.

Beciuse the dog is twenty-five yards behind the
